In exercise of the power conferred by sub-section (b) 
of Section 28 of the Major Port Trust Act 1963, the Board

C’HAPTER I 

General 

1. Short title.-—^These regulations may he called the Jawa-

If a subscriber proves that 
his wife has been judicially separated from him or 
ceased under the customary law of the community 
to which she belongs to he entitled to maintenance 
she shall henceforth he deemed to be no longer 
a member of the suliscriher's family.

(3) K a subscriber to the GPF is subsequently admitted 
to the CPF the amount of his subscriplion together with 
interest thereon shall be tran.sferred to the credit of his 
account in the CPF. 

Note,—Tlie provisions of this sub-regulation do not apply 
, to la subscriber who is appointed on contract or who had 
retired from service and is subsequently re-employed with 
or without a break in service. 

( 4 ) This regulation shall apply mutatis mutandis in cases 
of transfer of an employee from the aervicc of the Board 
tq the service of a body referred in the regulation. 

4, Invesrtnent of Provident Fund.—^AU monies in the 
GPF/'CPF shall be so invested in accordance with the guide¬ 
lines issued'by'the Central Goveimneut as to cant the maxi¬ 
mum return. 

5. -,Annual statement of accounts.—^As soon as possible 
after- the close of each year the Accounts OfRcer shall send 
to each subscriber a statement of his account in the fund 

■showing the opening balance as oh the 1st April of the 
vear, the total amount erdited or debited during the year, 
the lolal'amount of intefest c'redled as Oh the 31st March 
. of til* year and the closing balance on that date. 

. 6, Delegation of ■ Powers.—^The Chairman may appoint 
the authorities which will e.xercise the powers conferred on 
. the Accotmts Officer under the.se Regulations. Different 
PUthnrities may be specified for different purposes. 

7. -Interpretation.—(1) Alt questions relating to the inlet- 
.pretatipn of these Regulations will be referred to the Board 
v/bo shall be guided the provisions of the Provident Funds 

.Act.-1925, the General Provident Fund (Central Services) 
Rules-1960 and Contributory Proveident Fund Rules (India). 
1962 and orders issed thereunder to the extent they arc not 
contrary to the provisions of these Regulations or any 
. order issued by the Government of India for application' to 
the employees of the Board for the purposes of these Regu¬ 
lations. 

8. Relaxation of the provisions of the Regulations. In 
■Individual cases.—When the Chairman is satlBfied that the 
operation of any of these Regulations causes or is likely to 
;aiisc undue hard'ihip to a subscribed he may notwithstand¬ 
ing anything contained in these Regulations deal with the ■ 
case of snen subscriber in snch manner as may oppear to

CHAPTER II 

GFNr;R/AL PROVIDENT FUND (GPF) 

9. Constitution of the GPF.—(1) The GPF shall be main-

No employee who has been required or permitted 
ko subscribe to a GPF shall be cb'elble to join the GPF 
wlrile he retains bis right to subscribe to CPF.

(ii) A temporary employee vvJio completes one year 

ot continuous service during the jiuddk of a month

11. Conditions of Subscri()tion.—(1) A .subscriber shall 
subscribe iponTfily to the GPF except during the peiiod 
when hs is under .suspension. A subscriber may at his 
option not subscribe during leave which either does not 
carry any leave salary or carries leave salary equal to half 
pay, A subscriber on' reinstatement after a period passed 
under suspension shall be allowed the option of paying In 
liimir sum or in instalments any sum not exceeding the 
maximim amount of arrears of subscription payable for 
that period, 

Note.- -A subscriber need not subscribe during a period 
treated as dies non. 

(2) The subscriber shall intitpate his option not to subs- 
.cribe during the period of leave in writing to' the Accounts 

Officer before he proceeds on leave, Fanure to make due 
and timely intimatinn shall be deemed to constitute an 
dcclion tn susberibed. The option of a subscriber intimated 
under this regulation shall be final. 

(3) A subscriber shall not subscribe to tlie GPF for the 
month u'n which lie quits service unless before the com- 
jnentement of the said mopth he communicates to Uie 
Accounts Officer in writing his option to subscribe for the 

•said month. An employee due to retire on superannuation

IB In the case "of a subscriber w)io was iji the service 
of the Btxird on 31st March of the preceding 
year, the emoluments (o which, he waa entltl^ 
on that date.

Subscribers whose deposits in the GPF carry no interest 
shall not be required to pay any interest. 

14. Interest.—(1) Subject to the provisions of sub-regula¬ 
tion (5) the Board shall pay to the credit of the account of 
a suh.scriber interest at such rate as may be determined 
for each j'car. 

(2) Interest shall be credited with effect from last day in 
each year in the following manner 

(i) On (he amount to the credit of a subscriber on the 

last day of the preceding year, less any sums 
withdrawn during the current year interest for 
twelve months. 

(ii) On sums withdrawn during the current year : 


(ij If he was on duty on the 3lit March of the preced¬ 
ing year, by the deduction which ho wishes to 
make in this behalf from his pay bill for that 
month ; 

(ii) If he was on leave on the 31st March of the preced¬ 
ing year and elected not to subscribe during such 
leave or was under suspension on that date by the 
deduction which be wishes to make in this behalf 
from his first pay bill after his rdnm to duty ; 

(Hi) If he has entered service of the Board for the 
first time during the year, by the deduction which 
he wishes to make in this behalf, from his pay 
hill for the month during which he joins the 
fund ; 

(iv) If he was on leave on the 31st March of the preced¬ 

ing year, and continues to be on leave and has 
elected to subscribe during such leave, by the 
deduction which he wishes to make in this behalf 
from his salary bill for that month ; 

(v) If he was on forejjgn service on the 3l8t March 

of tlw preceding year, by the amount credited by 
him or by his foreign employer into his account 
on account of subscription for the month of April 
in the current year ; 

(4) The amount of subscription so fixed may be 

(i) Reduced once at any time during the course of the 

year ; 

(ii) enhanced twice during the course of the year ; 

or 

(iii) reduced and enhanced as aforesaid: when the amount 

of subscription is reduced it shall not be less than 
the minimum prescribed in sub-regulation (1). If 
a subscriber is on leave without pay or leave on 
half-pay for a part of a calendar month and he 
has elected not to subscribe during such leave, 
• he amount of subscription nay.ible shall be pro¬ 
portionate to the number of days spent on duty 
including leave, if any, other than those referred 
to above. 

13. Reslisation for subscription.—(1) When emblumcnfs 
arc drawn from the Board recovery of subscription on 
account of these emoluments and the repayment of advances 
shall be made from the emoluments themselves. 

(2) When cmploymcnt.s are drawn any other source, 
the suhFcriber shall forward his dues monthly to the Accounts 
Officer. In the case of a subscriber on foreign service the 
Biihscripfion shall be recovered and forwarded to the Accounts 
Officer by Foreign Body. 

(3) If a subscriber fails to subscribe with effect from the 
date on which he is required to join the GPF or is on 
default in any other month or months during the course of 
a year otherwise than is provided in regulation 11, the total 
"mount d'’e to the GPF on account of arrears of subscrip¬ 
tion shall with interest thereon at the rate provided in 
reaulalinn 14 forthwith be paid by the subscriW to the 
GPF or in default be ordered by the Accounts Office to be 
.recorffred by deduction from the emoluments of the subs¬

Interest from the date of deposit upto the end of 
the current year.

the nearest whole rupee (fifty paise counting as 
the next higher rupeeV 

When the amount standing to the credit of a subscriber 
lias become payable interest shall thereupon be erdited 
under this regulation in respect only of the period from the 
beginning of the current year or from the date of deposit 
as (he case may he, upto the date on which the amount 
standing to the credit of the subscriber became payable. 

(3) In this regulation the dale of deposit shall in the case 
of recoveries from emoluments be deemed to be the first 
day of the month in which it is recovered and in the case 
of amounts forwarded by the subscriber shall be deemed to 
bebe the first dtiy of the month of receipt if it is received 
by the Accotmts Officer before the fifth day of that month 
but If it is received on or after the fifth day of that month 
the first day of the next succeeding monin. W^ere there 
has been delay in Ije drnwal of pay or leave salary and 
allowances of a subscriber and consequently in the recoveiy 
of his subscription towards the GPF the interest on such 
subscriptions shall be payable from the month in which 
the pay or the leave salary of (ho subscriber was due under 
the regulations irrespective of the monrii in which it w.ss 
actually drawn. In the case of an amoniit forwarded by n 
foreign craploveo in respect of an employee nn forign ser^ce 
the date of depo.sit shall bo deemed to be the first day of 
•he month if it is received by the Acconnrs oMccr before 
the fiftc.mth day of that month. Where the emoluments 
for a month arc drawn and disbursed on the last working 
d.av of the same month the date of deposit shall In the 
case of recovery of his subscription be d.emcd to be the 
first day of the succeeding monih. 

(4) In addition to any amount to be paid under Regula¬ 
tion 23 interest thereon upto the end of the month precedr 
ing that in which the p.a^ent is made or upto the end 
of the six months after the month in v.'hich such amount 
became payable whichever of these periods be less, shall 
be payable to the person to whom such amount Is to be 
paid. WT.ere the Accounts Officer has intimated to that 
person for hi,s agent) a date on which he is prepared to 
make payment in cash or has posted a cheque in payment 
to that person, interest shall be pavablo only up to the end 
of the month preceding the date so intimated, or the date 
of posting the cheque, ns the case may be. 

Where a subscriber on foreign service to a body owned 
or controlled by a Go'Vrnmcnt or an autonomnus organisa¬ 
tion registered under the 'Societies Repi'^tration Act. 1860 
f22 of I860'' is subsequently absorbed in .such body cor¬ 
porate or orpanisa'ion with effect from a retrospective d.^te. 
for the purpose of rnlculating the interest due on the GPF 
accumulations of the subscriber the date of issue of the 
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orders rcgardinn absorption shall be deemed to be the 
date on which the amount to the credit af the subscriber 
became payable subject, however, to the condition that the 
amount recovered as subscription during the period com¬ 
mencing from the date of absorption and endmg with tlic 
date or issae of orders of absorption shall be deemed to 
be subscription to the OPF only for the purpose of awarding 
interest under tliis Regulation. 

Noco.—Paymeut of interest on the OFF balance beyond 
a period of 6 months may be authorised by the Accounts 
Officer, up to any period after he has personally satisfied 
him.self that the delay in jpayment was occasioned by cir-. 
cumstances beyond the control of the subscriber or the 
person to whom such payment was to be made, and in 
every such case the adinroistralive delay involved in _ the 
matter shall be fully investigated and action If any required, 
taken. 

(5) Interest shall not be credited to the account of a 
subscriber if he informs the Accounts Officr that he does 
not wish to receive It; but if he subsequently asked for 
interest, it shall be credited with effect from tlie first day 
of the year in which he asks for it. 

(6) The interest on amounts which under sub-Reeulation 
(3) of Regulation 13, Sub-Regulation (1) and (2) of Regu¬ 
lation 23 are replaced to the credit of the subscriber in 
the GPF shall be calculated at such rates as may be succes¬ 
sively prescribed under sub regulation (1) and so far as 
may be in the manner described in this regulation. 

(7) In case a subscriber is found to have drawn from 
the GPF amount in excess of the amount ttanding to his 
credit on the date of the drawal, the overdrawn amount, 
Irrcigiective of whether the overdrawal occurredi in the course 
of an advance or a withdrawal or the final payment from 
the OPP, shall be repaid bv him with interest thereon in 
one lump sum, or in default', be ordered to be recovered 
by deduction in one lump sum, from the emoluments of 
the subscriber. If the total amount to be recovered 
is more than half of the subscriber’s emoluments, recoveries 
shall made in monthly instalments of moieties or his 
emoluments till the entire amount together with interest, 
Is recovered. For this sub-regulation the rate of interest 
to be charged on overdrawn amount would be 2 1/2% 
over and ubove the normal rate of Provident Fund balance 
under Sub-regulations (1). 

15. Advance from the GPF.—<1) The appropriate sanc¬ 
tioning authority may sanction the payment to any subscriber 
of an advance consisting of a suni in multiples of ten rupees 
and not exceeding in amount three month's pay or half the 
amount standing to his credii in the GPF, whichever is less, 
for one or more of the following purposes ;— 

(a) To meet cost of higher education, including where 
necessary, the travelling expenses of the subscriber 
and members of bis family or any person actually 
dependent on him in the following oases namely :— 

(1) For education outside India for academic, techni¬ 
cal. processional or vocational course boyond the 
High School .stage ; and 

(ii) For any medical, engineering or other technical 
or specialised course In India beyond the High 
School stage, if the course of stiidy is for not 
less than three years. 

Note.—A subscriber should be permitted to take an advance 
even in every six months, 

fb) To pay expenses in connection with the iUness. 
confinement or a disability including where neces¬ 
sary the travelling expenses of the aubscrlbcr and 
his family or any person actually dependent on 
him. 

(c) To meet ihe cost of plot or construction of a house 
or flat for his residence or to mate any payment 
towards the allotment of plot or flat by the Delhi 
Develonmont Authority or any other similar autho¬ 
rities in other States or a State Hosing Board or 
a House Bnildifip Co-operative Society. The limit 
of amount of advance in the said case shall not 


exceed the subscriber's 36 ntOnth's pay or one 
half of the amount standing to such subscriber’s 
credit in General Provident I^nd, whichever is lest. 

(d) To pay obligatory expenses on a scale appropriate 

to the subscriber's status, which by customary usage 
the subscriber has to incur in connection with 
betrothal or marriages, funerajs or other cere¬ 
monies. 

(e) To meet the cost of legal proceedings instituted 
by or against the subscriber, any member of his 
family or any person actually dependent upon 
him : 

(i) To meet the cost of the subscriber's defence where 
he engages a legal practitioner to defend himself in 
an enquiry in respect of any official misconduct on 
his part ; 

(g) I'o meet the cost towards addkionf, alteratkmi, 
major repairs or iniproviments necessary to the 
dwelling house owned by the subscriber or by 
the spouse or jointly by the subscriber and the 
spouse. 

(h) To pay the premium due on a life insurance policy 

taken by a subscriber on his or by him on hlf 
own life. 

(i) To meet the cost of an ^uipment required by a 

subscriber who is physically handicapped, to 
minimise the hardship on account of sutm handi¬ 
cap. 

(2) The Chairman may, in special circumstances, sanction 
the payment to any subscriber of an advance if he U satis- 
lUed that the sub.srlber concerned require the advance'for 
reasons other than those mentioned in sub-regulation (1). 

(3) An advance shall not, except for special reasons to 
bo recorded in writing, be granted to any subscriber in excess 
of the limit laid down in sub-rgulation (1) or until repay¬ 
ment of the last instalment of any previous advance, 

(4) When an advance is sanctioned under sub-regulation 
(3) before repayment of last instalment of any previous 

.advance .not recovered-shall be added to the advance so 
sanctioned and the instalments for recovery shall be fixed 
with reference to the consolidated amount. 

16. Recovery of advances;—(1; An advance shall be re¬ 
covered from the subscriber in equal monthly Instalments of 
such number as may bo fixed by. the sanctioning authority 
in each case but sucli number shall not be less than twelve, 
unless the subscriber so elects, and more than twenty four. 
In special eases, where the amount of advance exceed.s 
three months pay of the subscriber the sanctioning authority 
may fix such number of instalments to be more than twenty 
four but in no case more than thirty six, A subscriber may 
at his option repay more than one instalment in a month.

(3) married daughters whose husbands are alive ;

The widow or widows and 
the child or children of a deceased son shall 
receive between them in equal parts only the 
share which that son would have received if 
he had survived the subscriber.

24. Deposit Linked Insurance Scheme.—rQnc the death of 
a subscriber, the person entitled to receive the amount stand¬ 
ing to the credit of the subscriber shall be paid by the 
Accounts Officer an additional amount equal to tlie average 
balance in the account during the 3 years immediately preced¬ 
ing the death of such subscriber .subject to the condition 
that :— 

(a) The balance at the credit of such subscriber shall 
not at any lime during the three years preceding 
the month of death have fallen below the limits 
of : 

(i) Rs. 4,000 in the case of subscriber who has held, 
for the greater part of the aforesaid period of 
three yffars, a Class I post.

(iv) Rs. 1.000 in the case of a subscriber who has 

held, for the greater part of the aforesaid period 

of three years a Class IV post. 

(t) The additiotial amount p.ayablc under this jegula- 
lion shall not ecced Rs- 10,000. 
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(f) Tlie subscriber has put in allcasrilvc -jears service 
at the time of his death. 

Note 1.—The avor&Be balance shall be worked out on the 
bnsi.s of the balance at the credit of the subscriber 
at the end of each of the 36 months preceding the 
month in Which the death occurs. For thi-s purpose, 
as also for checking the minimum balances pres¬ 
cribed above :— 

fa) the balance at the end of March shall indut^ the 
annual interest crediterf iiv terms of reguTailon 
14 and 

(b) if the last of the aforesaid 36 months is not 
Marcli. the balance at the end of the said last 
month shall include interest in respect of the 
iinancial year in which death occurs to the end 
of the said last month. 

Note X.—Payment under this scheme should be in whole 
rupees. If an amount due includes a fraction of 
a rupee, it should be rounded to the nearest rupee, 
(53 paisc' counting as the next hiithcr rupee). 

Note 3 —Any sum payable imder tliis scliem is in the nature 
of insurance money and therefore the statutory 
protection given by Section 3 o- the Provident 
Funds Act, 1925 (Act 19 of 1925) does not apply 
to sums payable under this scheme. 

Note 4.—This scheme also applies to those subscribers toi 
the GPF who are transferred to an autonomous 
organisation and who, on such transfer, opt, in 
terms of option given in accordance with these 
Regulations. 

Note 5.—fa) In case of an employee who has been admit- 
• ted to the benefits of the GPF under Sub-Regula¬ 
tions (1) and (2) of Regulation 3 but dies before 
completion of tnree yean service or as the case 
may be, five years service frotn tbc date of Ws 
admission to the GPF, that period of his service 
under the previous employer In respect whereof 
the amount of hli subscriptions and the employer’s 
contribution if any. together with interest nave 
been received, shall count for purposes of clause 
fa) and clause (c). 

(b) In case of persons appointed on tenure basis and 
in the case of re-employed pensioners, service 
rendered from the date of such appointment or 
rc-cmploygjent, as fhe case may be, only will count 
for ptffposes of this regulation.

25. Manner of payment of amount In the GPF.—(1)

GPF becomes payable, it shall be the duty of the 
Accounts OflfTcer to make payment on receipt of a written 
applicalion in this behalf as provided in sub regulation (3). 

f2) If the person to whom, under these regulation any 
amount or poUcy^ is to be paid, assigned or reassigned or 
delivtitd, is a lunatic" for whose estate a Manager has been 
appointed in this behalf under the Indian Lunacy Act. 1912, 
the payment op rea.sslgnment & delivery shall be made to 
such Manager and not to the lunatic. Where no Manager 
has been appointed afld ‘he person to whom the sum is 
payable is certified bv a Magistrate to be lunatic, the 
niiyment shall under the orders of the CollectOi be made 
in terms of sub-section tl) of Section 95 of the Indian 
Lunacy Act, 1912 to the person having charge pf such 
lunatic and the Accounts Officer shall pay onlv the amount 
which he thinks fit to the person having charge of the 
lunatic and the surplus, if any, or such pan thereof, as 
he thinks fit, shall bepaid for the maintenance of such 
members oF tfce lunatic's family as are dependent on him 
for maintenance, 

f3) Payments of the amount v.’ithdrawn shall be made in 
India only. The persons to whom the amounts are pay¬ 
able shall make their own arrangements to receive payment 
in India. The following piocedure irfiall be adontfd for 
claiming payment by a subscriber, namely:— 

(i) To enable a subscriber to submit an application 
for withdrawal of the aipount Jn the GPP, the 


Head of Office shall send to every subscriber 
necessary forms either one year in advance of 
the date on which the subscriber attains the age 
of superannuation, or before the date of bis anti- 
iipated retirement, if earlier, with instnictions that 
they should be returned to him duly complecd 
within a period of one month from ihe date of 
receipt of the forms by the subscribe’-. The subs¬ 
criber shall submit the application to the Accounts 
Officer through the He.id of Office or Department 
for payment of tlie amount in the GPF, The 
application shall Le made :— 

(A) For the amount standing to has credit in the 
GPF as indicated in the. Accounts Statement 
for the year ending one year prior to the date 
of his superannuation, or his anticipated date 
of retirement, or 

(B) for the amount indicatttd in his ledge;* account 
in case the Accounts statement has not been 
received by the subscriber. 

(ii) The Head of Office shall forward the application 
to the Account Officer indicating the recoveries 
effected against the advances which arc still current 
and the number of instalments yet to be recovered 
and ^so indicate tfio withdrawals, if any, taken 
by the subscriber after tlic periml covered by the 
lost statement of ffie subscriber’s account sent by 
the Accounts Officer. 

fhi) The Accounts Officer shall, after verification with 
the ledger account, issue an authority for the amount 
indicated in the application atleast a month before 
the date of superannuation but payable on the 
date of superannuation. 

(i\') The auHiority mentioned in clause (iii) will consti¬ 
tute the first instalment of payment. A second 
Buhority for payment will be issued as soon as 
possible after suoerammation. This will relate to 
the contribution made by the subscriber subsenuent 
to the amount mentionrd in the application sub¬ 
mitted under clause (i) plus the refund of instal¬ 
ments agailSt advances which were current at the 
time of the first application. 

(v) After forWlifaing the application for final payment 
to the Account Officer, advance/withdrawal may 
be sanctioned but the amount of wilfidtawaHad¬ 
vance shall be drawn on an authorisation from 
the Accounts Officer concerned who shall arrange 
this as ^on as the formal sanction of sanctioning 
authority is received by him. 

Note—When the amount standing to the credit of a 
subscriber has become payable under Regulation 
23 Accounts Officer shall authorise prompt pay¬ 
ment of the amount in the manner indicated in 
8ub-rulc(37. 

CHAPTER m 

CONTRIBUTORY PROVIDENT FUND (CPF) 

26. Constituion of the CPF.—All sums paid into the 
CPF under the regulaflons of this chapter sh^ be credited 
to an account named the JNPT Employees Contributory 
Provident Fund (CPF). 

27. Conditions of eligibility.—The Board may admit 
following classes of employees to the Contributory Provident 
Fund :—

31. Graulty.—(I) In addition to the contribution by the 
Bpard ti.s provided in Regulation 30 special contribution/ 
gratuity will be granted in consideration of good, cftlcieni 
and faithful services rendered by the subscriber. The sra- 
tiiity will bo credited to the account of every subscriber 
who :— 

fd is discBarged on abolition of cost after completion 
of five years of service. 

(ii) retires after rendering 30 ycar.s of service ; 

(hi) retires on account of permanent in capacity due 
to bodily or mental infirmity after completion of 
live years of service ; 

(iv) retires on attaining the age of superannuation pro¬ 
vided not less than 15 years of service has been 
completed 

The gratufty frill not be adfmissible to a subscriber 
who 

(i) resits from .service or whose service.s arc termi¬ 
nate as a disciplinary measure : and 

(il) who is re-employed after superannuation or retire¬ 
ment. 

f3't Gratuity shall be payable at the rate of one fourth 
of the emolumetifs for each completed si.x monthly period 
of qualifying service subject to a maximum of 16 1/2 times 
of emoluments as on the date of retirement subject to a 
tncximum of rupees one lakh whichever is less. 

(3) Death gratuffy in the case of dea'h in service of an 
cmpIOYce shall be paid at the rates specified in the follow¬

32. Interest..—The Board shall pay Interc.st on all subs¬ 
criptions as well as on the Board’s contributions at such 
rates as the Board may from lime to lime prescribe cal¬ 
culated on the mohtHIy balance at the credit of each subs¬ 
criber compounded yearly. Such interes’ shall be predited 
to the subscriber’.s account each year on 31 si March. 

33. Deduention from Board’s contribution.—Subject to 
the condition that no deduction may be mad© vvhich reduces 
the credit by more titan the amount of any contribution by 
the Board with interest thereon credited under regulation 
30 and 32. Before the amount standing to the credit of a 
subscriber admitted to the CPF is paid out of the CPF. the 
Board may direct the deduction there From of : 

(i) All amount representing contributions and interest 
if the subscriber is- dimissed fnim the service due 
to misconduct, insolvency or inefficiency. If the 
Chairman is satisfied that such deduction would 
cause exceptional hardship to the .subscriber, he 
may, by order, in writing exempt from such dedu¬ 
ction an amount not exceeding twti third of the 
nmourtt of such contribution and interest which 
would have been payable to tht" subscriber if he 
retires on medical grounds. If the order of dis¬ 
missal is sub.scqueDtly caneelled, the amount so 
deduced shall, or his reinstatement In tfie service, 
be replaced to his account in the CPF. 

fit) All amount representing such contribiuion and in¬ 
terest if the subscriber within five years of the 
commencement of his service resigns from the 
service or ceases to be an employee of the Board 
olberwi.so than by reason of death, iliperunmiMion, 
or a declaration of a - Medical Officer (hat. he is 
unfit, for fiirfhcr service or abolition of the post 
.or reduction in e.stablishment. 

(■iii) any amount due to (he Board under n liability 
incurred b> a subscriber to the Board. 

, (2) Any forefeitiire which - may occur during' the year 
shall become-the Property of the Board,' 

■ (3) If a subscriber is concerned in a’hy loss, of Port Trust 
funds of other irregularity which is. the. subject of an 
enquiry, the Payment of the float'dis contribution and the 
interest thereon shall not be made until thS conclusion of 
the enquir>'. unless the Board, is saitsfied tfxat the results 
of the enquiry need not be awaited. 

34.. Application of Regulations under (Chapter II.—The 
provisions of regulations under Chapter II wil]' apply mutatis 
mutandis to the subscribers' to the CPF c.xcept as provided 
under regulations 26 to regulations 33 in Ms chapter. ^ 
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
